First Session of 


Tuesday, August 12 


The usual practice of the Fasig-Tipton 
Company is to devote the first session of 
its annual yearling auctions at Saratoga 
Springs to consignments which are not 
expected to break into the higher price 
brackets very often. This year’s first sale. 
held the evening of Tuesday. August 12. 
followed the pattern. and only two of the 
offered above 


yearlings bids 


$5.000. 


brought 


The 55 head sold under the gavel of 
Auctioneer George Swinebroad made an 
aggregate of $100,700. average $1,831. 
This was 24 per cent below the average for 
last year’s opening session, but the cata- 
logue was quite different; last year 30 of 
the 45 yearlings sold were consigned by 
Henry Knight. who had purchased them 
from the estate of William G. Helis. 

Rain all through the day preceding the 
sale made last-minute inspection a_ bit 
dificult, cutting down the number of 
lookers. The crowd arrived slowly for the 
sale. and left early. The market, however. 
appeared no lower than in 1951. 


Most important consignment was_ the 
dozen head sent from England and Ire- 
land by Keith Freeman and William H. 
Miles. These yearlings had been on Long 
Island since February. The two top prices 
of the evening. $8.100 and $8.000. were 
paid for colts in this group. but the aver- 
age was only $3,183. suggesting a consid- 
erable loss on the venture. 


J. L. Cleveland had the largest consign- 
ment. 15 head. 10 of which were cata- 
logued as colts but announced as having 
been gelded. Mr. Cleveland. who usually 
takes a load of yearlings to Saratoga and 
returns to Kentucky with a load of an- 
tiques. fell below his 1951 average on a 
smaller consignment. His top price was 
$3.100. Mrs. John Payson Adams’ group 
of California-bred yearlings also brought 
prices well below those of last year. The 
decline in William G. Robinson’s average 
Was attributed largely to a vanning acci- 
dent in which some of his yearlings suf- 
fered injuries. The summary:

The Foreed-Air 


Method of Curmg Hay 


It Costs More Because of Equipment and Extra Labor, 
But Higher-Quality Feed Compensates 


Additional Expense 


Hay is the most important roughage 
consumed by domesticated livestock—with 
the exception of forage grazed from pas- 
tures by the animals themselves. This is 
particularly true for horses, since they. 
unlike other species, cannot take advant- 
age of the nutrients supplied by silage; 
members of the equine species are more 
easily affected by the spoilage which 
sometimes occurs in the preparation of 
silage. 

Yet, in spite of the importance of hay 
to American agriculture. probably the 
largest single agricultural loss in this 
country occurs when freshly-cut forage is 
allowed to cure in the field. The losses— 
in color, aroma. palatability, and physical 
condition—which beset this hay-in-the- 
making are both chemical and mechanical. 
The loss of color and change in aroma are 
unimportant in themselves, but they reflect 
losses in dry matter. total digestible nu- 
trients, and carotene. 

An important part of the feeding value

air duct in the shed (picture at right). 


of hay is dependent upon the sugar con- 
tent of the plants. This sugar content is 
rapidly reduced by enzymic oxidation after 
the forage is mowed. Under field-cured 
conditions, the warmth of the grass speeds 
up the oxidation until the hay has reached 
a point where it is dry enough to stop that 
process. Meanwhile. the length of time 
necessary to dry the hay in the field allows 
the enzymic breakdown of the sugar to 
lower the nutritive value of the hay. 
The loss of these carbohydrates differs 
from the losses of protein, the most im- 
portant portion of the feeding value of 
legume hays. in that protein is usually 
lost through mechanical means. That is, 
when the leaves. which contain the bulk 
of the protein in the hay, are broken from 
the stems and left in the field. the feeding 
value of the hay is materially affected. 
Although mechanical losses vary a great 
deal with the method of handling and the 
type of equipment used, experiments in 
England. Switzerland, and this country

have shown that these losses from curing 
hay in the field may total as much as 10 
per cent of the crop. Hay that is as dry 
as it needs to be for safe storage is very 
susceptible to leaf shattering, the main 
source of* mechanical because the 
leaves dry more quickly and thoroughly 
than the stems. This is an important fac- 
tor since the leaves contain most of the 
nutrients supplied by hay. Naturally, it is 
more of a loss with legumes than with 
grass hay. Field-cured hay should be 
handled as little as possible. but even the 
least handling requirements will cause 
some loss of leaves. 

The losses mentioned above will occur 
during field curing even when the condi- 
tions are considered ideal, and they sel- 
dom are at haymaking time. Additional 
large losses are caused by such adverse 
conditions as rain on the cut forage or 
even excessive exposure to sunshine. Loss- 
es due to unfavorable weather conditions 
are estimated to be as high as 25 per cent 


loss. 


The hot air is kept within the hay by canvas sheets which enclose the wagon and direct the air into an overhead air shaft 


(the vertical shaft at the extreme left) through which it returns to the blower, 


its re-use causing a large saving. 
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of the potential hay crop for the United 
States. 

Rain falling on the forage lying in the 
field causes losses from leaf shattering and 
from the leaching of soluble nutrients from 
the plants. Hay that has been rained on 
will be lower in protein, in nitrogen-free 
extract (the more soluble parts of carbo- 
hydrates. sugars, starches. and hemicellu- 
loses). and in carotene than will hay cured 
under better conditions. It will be higher 
in crude fiber because the stems. from 
which the leaves have been shattered. will 
comprise a larger portion of the finished 
hay. Also, rain aids in the formation of 
mold which is detrimental to the feeding 
value of the hay. 

When hay has been exposed to sunlight 
too long. much of its color and carotene 
will be bleached out. The action of the 
sun. however. increases the amount of 
vitamin D in the hay by transforming 
vitamin D’s precursor. ergosterol. 


BARN-FINISHING. system for 
eliminating many of these losses has at- 
tracted quite a bit of attention recently. It 
is known as barn-finishing or artificial crop 
drying. By this method, the forage is par- 
tially dried in the field after it is cut. and 
then placed in the barn where natural or 
heated air is forced through the mass of 
forage until drying is completed. The prin- 
ciple of the process is the evaporation of 


THIS HAY, properly stacked with the 
cut sides of the bales placed so as to 
catch the hot air coming from below, is 
loaded on a wagon with a hollow cham- 
ber beneath the vented floor. Heated air 
is forced into the chamber and thus 
through the hay from a blower unit. 


wit the space under the false floor. Some 
of the most practical types of air ducts are 
of wood, lined with foil-covered Kraft 
paper. 

Because one of the main advantages of 
barn-finishing is to complete the process of 
hay curing rapidly so as to retain most 
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Forage that is to be cured by the barn- 
finishing method should be cut in the 
morning and left in the swath until about 
noon. At that time the partially dried hay 
should be raked into a small windrow; by 
using only half of the width of a side- 
delivery rake. a windrow of the proper size 
can usually be made. The smaller windrow 
helps to dry the forage more uniformly 
and not leave any large mass of damp 
material in the center of the hay. 

When the forage is cured to a moisture 
content between 35 and 50 per cent, it is 
ready to be taken to the artificial dryer. 
If weather conditions do not permit leav- 
ing the hay in the field until it has got 
down to the recommended moisture con- 
tent. the hay can be taken to the drier 
earlier (as loose hay). but this will mean 
that more time will be necessary to com- 
plete the drying. The less moisture there 
is in the hay. the cheaper it will be to 
finish the curing. and the finished product 
will be more satisfactory. 

Hay produced by this method will re- 
tain a large proportion of the leaves, as 
well as the bright green color and a good 
odor. American stockmen, particularly 
these who feed their hay to horses. are 
becoming more quality-conscious and re- 
quire hay that shows the effects of careful 
preparation.

The Mixed Blessings of Virtue; 
A Jockey Lies to His Horse 


SARATOGA SPRINGS 


Saratoga went prosperously through its 
first week. as it did last year. gaining 
largely because the town is still shut 
down tight. Not many people lament this 
any more: since it is definitely assured 
that the August crowds did not come to 
play the night clubs. or at least that 
the absence of the wheels doesn’t keep 
them away. After all. a man who can't 
lose enough money on eight races in the 
afternoon at the Saratoga track. and eight 
more races at night with the trotters, is 
in a pretty hopeless case anyway. 

As usual, however, the anti-gambling 
situation has had unusual and somewhat 
unexpected repercussions. It has been 
the custom almost everywhere. except for 
stray excursions of virtue. to close a legal 
eye when a church or hospital decided 
to run a polite swindle, with a take-out of 
60 per cent and breakage to the dollar. 
There was nothing really wrong with this. 
for the customers did not come expecting 
to win anything: they were contributing 
to a charity and getting an evening of 
fun into the bargain. The only thing was 
that it happened to be illegal; nobody 
yet has quite had courage enough to write 
into an anti-gambling law that it is all 
right to run a roulette wheel in a church. 
It might. of course, interest in) church 
work a class which is now pretty free from 
it. but this kind of missionary work has 
not been attempted. 

Several churches have been discom- 
moded considerably by the situation in 
Saratoga, and their finances thrown out 
of order. Its probably not as true else- 
where, but Saratoga, having lived a life 
of laxity for some years. now has to be 
more virtuous than is demanded of other 
communities. 

In this connection an onlooker made a 
rather discontented remark. “This thing 
has gone too far.” he said. “It looks to 
me like the wrong party has got in power. 
when even God can’t gamble in Saratoga.”

Running in a stakes event for the first time since 
the long layoff which followed his injury in’ the 
Santa Anita Maturity last February, Counterpoint 
triumphed in the Whitney Stakes at Saratoga.

Two weeks prior to the running of Monmouth 
Park’s Sapling Stakes. Landlocked had finished 
second to Laffango in the second division of the 
Tyro Stakes at Monmouth Park. When their meet- 
ing in the Sapling was prevented by their being 
put in separate divisions of that event. each colt 
proved to be the winner of his Land- 
locked, which won the first section, was the second 
winner of the Sapling for his owner, James Cox 
Brady, who won with Casemate in 1949. 

Landlocked broke near the front of the first 
division and raced Dandolo out of contention after 
the first quarter-mile to get the lead. He stayed 
in front for the rest of the race over the sloppy 
track, and at the wire was almost two lengths 
in front of Game Gene, which had to race wide 
throughout much of the race.

How a Picture Show Helped 
Two Lea Win the Gold Cup 


Los ANGELES 

A little belatedly. an interesting side- 
light on Two Lea’s triumph in the recent 
Hollywood Gold Cup has just become a 
part of this reporter’s notes. The story is 
a little ancient now, [| suppose. but it’s 
worth telling because it concerns a great 
mare. a smart and resourceful trainer, an 
intelligent and ambitious jockey, and an 
observing official who discovered a little 
secret that enabled Two Lea to win the 
Gold Cup. 

The trainer. of course, is Jimmy Jones. 
the jockey is Henry Moreno, and the 
official is Andy Ferguson, a patrol judge 
who doubles as boss of the PAD (Per- 
formance Analysis Department) at Holly- 
wood Park and Del: Mar. Andy’s job is 
to review the film patrol. and he looks at 
the movies of certain races so long he 
probably knows them backwards and for- 
wards. Andy Ferguson seldom gets ex- 
cited, his voice is always calm and cool, 
and he’s always been one of the finest 
officials in California racing. 

Well. those are the central characters 
in this little story of Two Lea’s conquest 
in the Gold Cup. The scene opens in the 
projection room at Hollywood Park. and 
the time is night. The day’s races are over. 
and Andy Ferguson has his usual supply 
of coffee and sandwiches at his elbow as 
he reviews the film patrol. The door opens 
and in comes Jimmy Jones. Usually he 
wears a big smile. but this time he is 
deeply worried and says so. 

“Andy.” Jimmy says. “I worried 
about Two Lea. She is not running as 
well as she should. For no reason at all. 
she is changing her leads and acting as 
though something is hurting her. What 
can it be?” 

“We'll look at the pictures of her races. 
pull them to pieces and see what we get.” 
Andy replied. “Have some coffee and 
sandwiches.” 

So for the next hour and a half Jones 
and Ferguson drank coffee. ate sandwiches. 
and watched movies of Two Lea in action. 
They ran and re-ran certain shots: they 
stopped the film. backed it up and ran it 
again, 

“No. Andy.” Jimmy finally said. “she’s 
not hurting anywhere. There’s something 
there. know. but IT cant put my finger 
on it.” 

“Wait. Ive got it.” Andy exclaimed. “TI 
think Pve got it. What she needs is a left- 
hand whip. She's flinching every time 
Moreno hits her with a right-hand whip.” 

believe you're right.” Jones said. 


From now on until the Gold Cup. Mr. 
Moreno is going to be a left-handed whip- 
per. If he can’t whip left-handed, we'll get 
someone who can.” 

From then on. in every race in which 
he was riding. Moreno practiced whipping 
with his left hend. It was a litthe awkward 
for a rider weo had always used a whip 
with his right. but Moreno was determined 
to learn. Wherever he went. he carried a 
whip in his left hand. He hung around 
the barn in the mornings or sat in his liv- 
ing room at home in the evenings prac- 
ticing how he would hit Two Lea in the 
Gold Cup. 


You know the rest. of course. You know 
how the 6-year-cld mare came down the 
home stretch. running as straight and as 
true as could be and how she scored a 
half-length victory over Cyclotron. You 
know that Moreno went to the whip in 
midstretch to urge her along. And you 
know why Moreno used his left hand when 
the biggest victory of his career lay only 
a few yards away. 


At this point. of course. it should be 
added that any and all owners and train. 
ers are welcome to study the films of their 
horses. just as Jimmy Jones did. and Andy 
assures me they are welcome to help them. 
coffee and sandwiches. too. 
think each jockey could learn a_ great 
deal by going over the film patrol each 
day with Andy Ferguson. 

For example. I mentioned that Moreno 
is a vastly improved jockey since he has 
been riding for Calumet Farm. “Riding 
horses like Two Lea and A Gleam has 
given confidence.” Andy said. “Tt 
shews up now in every horse he rides, 
But. more than that. Moreno has learned 
the mest impertant thing of all in riding 
a race—he knows where he is at the half- 
mile pole in relation to every other horse 
in the field. That is what makes Johnny 
Longden such a great rider. Always in 
Johnny’s mind is a mental picture of exact- 
ly where he is in the field. 

“Watch Moreno now when he. starts 
moving up with his horse. He does it care- 
fully. and without getting his horse in 
the slightest trouble. One nick on a horse’s 
legs can sometimes make a coward of him. 
Moreno has been very careful not to hurt 
one horse he has ridden for Calumet Farm. 

“But. above all. he has dropped those 
whoop-de-doo tactics. That’s all right for 
the county fair. But when you're riding 
for Calumet. you're riding in the big 
leagues. And Moreno has developed into 
a big league rider.”

Lord Putnam, bred by A. B. Karsner. 
is a brown colt by Requested out of Star 
Miss. by Hadagal. second dam *Starweed. 
by Phalaris. Mrs. Chait bought him at 
the 1949 Saratoga yearling sales for 
$12.500. and the following year won with 
him the William Penn Stakes. Narra- 
gansett Nursery Stakes. and World’s Play- 
ground Stakes. In two victories in allow- 
ance races he set new five-furlong track 
records at Garden State Park and Mon- 
mouth Park. He won five of his six starts. 
was third in the other (the Sapling Stakes 
at Monmouth Park. behind Battlefield and 
Uncle Miltie), and earned $35.525. He 
ran against the best colts of his year. and 
at the end of the season was weighted at 
120 pounds in the Experimental Free 
Handicap. 

Training for the Kentucky Derby at 
Columbia, S. C., in the spring of 1951, 
he rapped a tendon. The injury kept him 
out of action last year. and in the spring 
of 1952. when he was training well again. 
he suffered a similar mishap.

regions than others. and in those places 
will be worth more. 


WAGON-DRYING. One of the expenses 
which should be taken into consideration 
is for the labor and equipment involved 
in handling the forage in the process of 
moving it from the field to the mow. A 
system established last year on the Green- 
tree Farm at Lexington eliminates much 
of the handling which is usually thought 
of as being an essential part of barn- 
finishing. 

The saving in handling as practiced at 
Greentree is made possible by the use of 
specially built wagons upon which the hay 
can be loaded in the fields. dried. and 
transported to the mow—without unload- 
ing and reloading at the drying chamber. 

The wagons are constructed with vented 
floors over a hollow chamber. This cham- 
ber can be connected, by means of canvas 
ducts. to a stationary air duct attached 
to the blower. When the wagon is moved 
into the shed where the stationary equip- 
ment is located, it is completely enclosed 
in canvas sheets which keep the hot air 
within the hay and conduct it into over- 
head air ducts. through which the hot air 
can be released or returned to the blower. 
The heater-blower units. such as those 
manufactured by the Peirson-Moore Com- 
pany of Lexington and used by Greentree. 
can be used with either permanent drying 
buildings or the wagon driers. 

Clarkson Beard. manager of Greentree 
Farm. explains that most of the moisture 
removed in the artificial drying process is 
taken from the forage in the first two 
hours of the drying period. Since the air 
leaving the hay at that time is extremely 
damp. it is usually released. whereas the 
air after the first two hours, which is 
comparatively dry, is returned to the blow- 
er and sent through the hay again after 
it has been reheated to the proper temper- 
ature. 

By re-using this air which has retained 
some of its warmth after passing through 
the hay. less fuel is needed to keep the 
air at a high temperature. It is estimated 
the cost of drying the hay can be cut 
as much as 35 per cent by the re-use of 
this hot air. 

The temperature of the air in the drier 
at Greentree is kept at about 150 degrees. 
which is somewhat higher than is generally 
used in this method. They have found that 
the increased temperature speeds up the 
process although they are not vet sure

that it is the most efficient way. Mr. Beard 
warns that if hay is overdried it is not as 
palatable as normal good-quality hay. Be- 
cause of this. it is essential to know when 
to take the hay out of the drier. Most 
fermers will have to experiment with 
varying lengths of time and will be able 
to determine the proper amount of drying 
only by experience. 

At. Greentree the forage is cut in the 
merning. baled the next day. dried over- 
night on the wagons. and then stored. The 
forage is handled so as to get a bale of 
about 70 pounds in the field. which will 
dry out to a bale of about 50 pounds and 
and not be likely to fall apart. 

Care must be taken to make bales of 
uniform density so that the hay will dry 
uniformly and thoroughly. If the hay has 
about the proper moisture content so as 
to go through the baling equipment with- 
out causing trouble, it is probably making 
bales of the proper weight and density. 
This. may vary with different 
brands and types of equipment. so that 
the hay producer can be sure only through 
ex perience. 


however. 


One drawback to using wagon-drying 
is that the amount of hay which can be 
cured at one time is limited by the ca- 
pacity of the wagons if the farmer finds 
that his equipment is capable of handling 
more than his wagons will hold. Mr. Beard 
makes two suggestions that can at least 
partly overcome this disadvantage. The 
first is that only the amount of forage esti- 
mated to be sufficient to load the wagons 
be cut at one time. This may be rather 
dificult. especially for those who are un- 
accustomed to this method of curing. The 
wagons at Greentree will each hold about 
two tons of finished hay. Though the sta- 
tionary equipment is arranged so_ that 
the operation can be enlarged with more 
wagons. they now use six wagons, which 
is about what they are able to bale in 
one day with their present equipment. 

Another possible method is to cut the 
entire crop. fill the wagons to their ca- 
pacity, and leave the rest of the forage 
in the field to be finished by regular field- 
curing methods. 

Mr. Beard reports that the hay pro- 
duced on the farm by artificial drying— 
alfalfa and clover mixtures. timothy. or 
blue grass in combination with legumes— 
has been very satisfactory. Most of the 
hay produced at Greentree is of sufficiently 
good quality to be fed to the horses. al- 
though part of the first cutting is alloted 
to the Greentree dairy herd. 

While no comparative feeding tests 
have been made at Greentree. the hay ap- 
parently has been equal to the best-quality 
hay produced by other means. At that 
farm it is felt that whatever extra labor 
and expense may be necessitated by the 
artificial drying system is worth while. 
since they are able thereby to provide 
uniformly high-quality roughage for their 
horses.

Keeneland

Woodley Lane Farm is the name of a 
Maryland farm owned by Stephen Bayard 
Wilson, of Providence. R. L.. president of 
the Fram Corporation, the country’s prin- 
cipal manufacturer of filtering devices. 
But the purchases made in the name of 
Woodley Lane were for a racing partner- 
ship including Mr. Wilson two 
friends and business associates, Joseph 
R. Straus and Frank Maupin. Mr. Straus 
owns the big Straus Medina Hereford 


Ranch on the Medina River near San 
Antonio, Texas. Mr. Maupin lives in 


Dallas. Homer Pardue, a native of Louis- 
ville, is the trainer. 


Mike Schaible. who bought one of the 
Forest Retreat Farm yearlings, is the 
newest of many Cincinnatians whose in- 
terest in racing has come from their 
friendship with Dr. and Mrs. Eslie As- 
bury, the owners of Forest Retreat. Mr. 
Schaible (pronounced SHYblee). a young 
man who has gained national attention 
through the development of a small fam- 
ily business into a big one (the Schaible 


Manufacturing Company, plumbing equip- 
ment), admitted having been to the races 
six times in his life, but had never owned 
a horse. When he remarked that he had 
a notion to buy one sometime. Mrs. Alfred 
Roberts prompted him quickly. “I like 
this colt.” she said. indicating a son of 
Teddy's Comet and Breakfast Call. “Why 
don’t you buy him?” Mr. Schaible did. at 
$6.300. 


R. W. Mellvain. of Chicago and Lex- 
ington, vice president of the Pure Oil 
Company and owner of Walmac Farm at 
Lexington. is not ordinarily a bidder at 
the yearling sales. but there were two 
this year that he “had to have.” One was 
Leslie Combs fine-quality filly by 
*Alibhai out of the excellent stakes win- 
ner Durazna, daughter of Bull Lea and 
Myrtlewood, which he got for $22.000. The 
other, from the consignment of Lucas B. 
Combs, was a colt by Mr. Mellvain’s 
own horse Billings out of the Bull Lea 
mare Elsa, bought for $10,000. 


Several of the higher-priced yearlings 
went to anonymous buyers. H. S. Finney. 
vice president of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany. spent $103,600 for eight yearlings, 
filling orders for various clients. Olin 
Gentry, acting as agent, got seven head 
for $138,000. but gave no clue as to the 
identity of the purchasers, except that 
they lived in different parts of the country. 


The three principal buyers from the 
Southwest all stepped up their purchases 
slightly above their 1951 totals at Keene. 
land. Allison and Prestridge got six head 
for $93.000. as against five head for $83. 
600 last year. Eugene Constantin Jr. got 
eight yearlings for $61.100; in 1951] he 
had bought ten for $60,100. Hospitalized 
Joe Palmisano bought eight for $88.600, 
as against ten for $81.300 last year. 


Of the eight yearlings bought under 
Joe Palmisano’s name. five were actually 
for the account of the Arizona lettuce 
grower and the other three were for his 
friend Jack McElroy.

and his son William. (The firm name con- 
tinues that of a Long Island livery stable 
once operated by Fred Post and his fath- 
er.) Together they bought four head for 
$31.900. The Posts manage the winter 
training grounds and stables at Aiken, 
S. C.. and currently are advertising the 
considerable space made available by the 
withdrawal of the Brookmeade Stable. 
which has been curtailed in size by the 
recent sale of its yearling crop. 


P. L. Grissom, of Lexington. who bought 
nothing at the summer sales last year, 
was a very active bidder. He got half a 
dozen yearlings for a total of $42.300. 
His biggest purchase was on a bid he 
did not make. He had been bidding on 
Forest Retreat Farm’s Eight Thirty colt 
out of the excellent race mare Brownian, 
but had dropped out after the bidding 
had gone to $23,000. After the colt left 
the ring no one would acknowledge hav- 
ing made the bid. Mr. Grissom announced 
that. while the bid wasn’t his. he would 
be glad to take the colt at that price. 


Max Hirsch showed up at the sales 
long enough to make one purchase on the 
first day. a $10,200 colt by *Heliopolis— 
Rocket Gun. from the Palmeadow Farms. 


Louis Rowan and Col. F. W. Koester. 
of the California Thoroughbred Breeders’ 
Association’s sales organization. were 
spectators—and Mr. Rowan made one 
purchase. They reported a lively interest 
in the recent short course arranged by the 
association. Webb A. Everett, racing secre- 
tary for Santa Anita Park. brought along 
the just-issued book of stakes blanks for 
the 1952-53 meeting—the richest in the 
history of that extraordinary track. Con- 
ditions for the overnight races, he report- 
ed, will follow closely the pattern of last 
winter's meeting, with a considerable ac- 
cent on the “combination” races allowing 
horses which have qualified to run with- 
out the risk of being claimed. 


California’s James N. Crofton, who 
spent $62,300 for four yearlings at Keene- 
‘land last summer, this year got only one 
for $5.000. But he was a frequent bidder, 
and on the top-priced yearling. the $58.- 
000 *Alibhai—Miss Dogwood colt. went 
to $57.000 before he gave up. L. B. 
Mayer’s absence may have been respon- 
sible for the fact that this youngster did 
not exceed last year’s top of $60,000. Mr. 
Mayer’s bidding was done by Neil S. 
McCarthy, who bought for him three
